k-ept In mind in the battle of the forces of capital and labor. 


If It were not for the fear of having Its employes organized, would 
the Railway and Light Co. ever have introduced a profit-sharing 
plan or raised wages? 


This single question suggests the warrant for the existence of 


tuiions. They are the natural evolution of a desire for 'Unity of 
action. TlHir power in preventing wage reductions and onerous 
conditions is greater than in the victories they win for higher wages 
and better conditions. Their peaceful tactics in keeping members 
in line r.re the same as tffos? of a political caucus or any other or- 
ganisation which stands if united and falls if divided. 


Violent tactics fall in another category. Undoubtedly they are 


a part of the program of some strike leaders who act without taking^ 
the great majority of union membership, to whom violence is ob- 
noxious, into their confidence. To the better element these lead- 
ers disown violence and their appeal is solidarity. 


They have another appeal. 
-It is success as leaders which will 


keep them in their positions as organizers and let them go on with 
the fight. Success for success' sake is vital to them as to the em- 
ployed. And as practical men in the crisis of a strike, they are not 
always choice of methods. Even those leaders who dislike the idea 
of violence may find it as difficult to hold the rough element in 
leash as it is to keep the strikers whose families are in want in line. 


Because a Socialist turns burglar.js no sign that all Socialists 


stand for burglary; because a Republican legislator is bribed it is no 
sign that Republican voters stand for bribery; because a Union 
leader winks at a dynamiting is no sign that union ni?n stand for 
violence. Union Labor is an enormous democratic organization. 
The Federation of Labor is an enormous officially unincorporated 
corporation, almost never subjected to public criticism. Union lab- 
or delegates immense authority to its leaders to insure decisive 
action. The worker does not always know what his leader is do- 
ing, any more than the voter knows what his legislator is doing. 
Union labor has its La Folettes and Wilsons, and its Lorimers and 
Mruphys. 


If there is graft in the. organization of union labor, if some 


organizers keep up hopeless strikes in order to keep strike funds 
flowing in, why should riot the public know it? 
Certainly it is an 


affair of public concern. 'Any effort of journalistic reflection of the 
truth means true friendship, not enmity, to the cause of union labor. 
I cannot see how anyfise can study the subject without believing that 
under the present relations of capital and labor and society the un- 
ions are the only protection which the worker has.
